The Agency, in accordance with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), as
amended, has completed reviewing all of the information submitted with your application to support the

264 Insecticide Synergist, and has concluded that your submission is acceptable.

In accordance with the Agency's guidance documents entitled "Required Label Language for Indoor Total
Release Fogger (TRF) Products," dated March 23, 2010, and "Update On Required Label Language for Indoor Total Release
Fogger Products," dated July 6, 2011, please consider the following regarding the subject product: (1) Avoid
multipacks for consumer use; (2) Adopt smaller unit sizes (e.g., 2 oz. versus the standard 6 oz.); (3) Utilize a
time-delayed release mechanism (3-5 seconds); and (4) Switch to non-flammable propellants.

In addition, please note that the record for this product currently contains the CSFs listed below. Any
previously dated CSFs are superseded.

To Start Fogging: Immediately before activating fogger complete the door hang tag by filling in the time and
date to instruct people not to enter the premises for at least two (2) hours from the activation time. Hang the tag
on the door to the entrance. Point fogger away from face and eyes when releasing (container sprays straight
up). To lock valve in open position for automatic discharge, press valve button down firmly, until it snaps into
place. Then place the fogger on the stand or table in the center of the room to be treated.

Vacate the treated house, individual apartment unit or other structure immediately. Do not remain in the
area during treatment. Keep treated area closed for two (2) hours.

Do not Re-enter for 2 hours

Airing Out: Wait at least two (2) hours after application, then open windows, vents and doors for two (2) hours.
If an odor is still detectable, additional ventilation is required before reentering.
